by her people. From this marriage come the central characters of the novel, with 
Leo, who combines the ineffectual characteristics of both sides, as the hero. An 
impractical idealism of a kind, spiced with the revolutionary spirit, saves him from 
becoming a nonentity, devoting his life to women and the bottle and various forms of 
gambling. It's avivid picture of an unfamiliar side of Irish life, small villagers 
and low class rural folk, and occasional unforgettable scenes make the book memorable.

Her haps and mishaps are told 
in the form of letters, telegrams and store memoranda. While her engagement to the 
busy doctor peters out, fresh romance comes to the fore. But the chief interest of 
the book lies in the behind-the-scenes picture it gives of the personnel, the custom 
ers and the drama of a department store.

It is only 
the discovery that their baby, too, is deaf, and that through the baby she will have 
a companion for her silent world, that convinces the wife she cannot hold him.

A trick book, in that the story is told backwards. Between the last in- 
cident of importance in her life, and the first, we get successively, the high spots 
of a life which was a slavery to tradition, to a lost love, to the father who ruined 
all chances for happiness. Each episode implies some knowledge of what has gone be- 
fore, which the reader does not get until the next episode is told. Well done, but 
annoying at times. There is some very good characterization and, when completed, the 
whole is a convincing picture of a small community old maid. $2.00 


Shields, James M. JUST PLAIN LARNIN! Coward, McCann 


A book with a purpose, but more interesting reading than most books which 
have a message to carry. This time the text is a biting indictment of our education— 
al systems, rooted in tradition, and controlled by commercial and financial interests. 
The scene is an industrial center, where one large industry holds the whip hand, not 
only over the employees, who compose a large part of the parents of the school~child- 
ren, but over the Board, the political pawns, the teachers and principals and super- 
visors. An abortive attempt is made to instill new blood into the system ~ but those 
involved are destroyed with it. Evidently a story written from the inside out, and a 
story that should prove an eye opener to progressive people everywhere. The publish— 
ers are planning a campaign ~ using one bookshop in each community ~ and reaching out 
for all the teachers. jf feel that the strongest backing should be secured through 
the club groups, women's clubs, discussion groups, Rotarians, Kiwanis and so on. $2.00

P.B. Will probably be the most popular book Lewisohn has done since THE ISLAND 
WITHIN, as it has many of the elements of popular romance, and ~ in not being a Jew~ 
ish novel - has possibilities of a wider field. Not, however, as fine a book as 
some of his openly propaganda.novels, although easy reading and controversial enough 
to interest the thoughtful reader. The story of a young couple, deeply in love, but 
both bitten by the modern bug of independence. This thrusts a barrier between them 
and they drift apart, the girl flaunting her banners, the man struggling against the 
break. The depression widens the breach, and an old~fashioned solution is the thing 
that saves them. They have sought harbor in Paris; but finally come home to their 
own fields to build their own home and their own altar. Just sentimental enough at

The author of THE JOURNEY OF THE FLAME has written another fictionized 
biography, this time dealing with the rise to power and the eventual disappearance of 
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a Spanish-American bandit. Here's a budding Machiavelli, with a fully developed 

code of conduct for dictators of his ilk - a bandit at sixteen, a dictator at twenty. 
His beliefs and theories of government, religion, art, criminology, and the position 
of women are all set forth. Colorful characters strut across his stage, The Woman 
of Atlan whom Rico feared but obeyed; the Black Ghost who collected and sold ears; 

La Gloria, Rico's first mistress, and so on. At the height of his power, Rico 
vanishes and has not been seen since. Written with the same leisurely and yet 
virile approach that characterized THE JOURNEY OF THE FLAME, though not as good 
reading as that. ?$2.00?

He makes mild adventures of what 
most writers would consider hairbreadth escapes from starvation; he minimizes the 
discomforts of the tropics; he paints amusing portraits of his fellow travelers, 
particularly the crooked director of the enterprise, Major Pingle; and yet it is all 
entertaining reading.

Little by little, with brilliant 
flashes of ironic wit, of profound perception, of amazing insight, one gets a picture 
of the Paris of those days, of the disillusionment behind the scenes, of the petty 
politics and interplay of personalities. And yet it is so fragmentary in its brief 
jottings, that it makes hard reading, and puts the burden up to the reader to grasp 
the essentials and build a whole. The comparison with TESTAMENT OF YOUTH is not 
justified, for here is no inward searching, no plumbing the depths of a personality. 
Brilliant, suave, ultra~civilized ~ perhaps because it is French, rather than Brit- 
ish.

(Autobiography, but told in the third person.) Here's a book for those 
who found GAMBLER'S WIFE a bit rough, for this is the life of an Irish gentlewoman, 
who marries an Irishman bound for ranching in South America. Her flighty youth, 
with numerous amusing and almost disastrous flirtations, seemed no preparation for 
such a marriage, but she quickly settled down to running the estancia, enjoying life 
on the pampas, and bearing children in a haphazard sort of way. Ten years of ranch- 
ing left them poorer at the end than at the beginning, and the next years took them 
back to Ireland, then a new start in America, and successively to Mexico, Puebla, 
Guadalajra, Tehuacan, Monclova and Monterey. A varied and colorful career; a really 
lasting love; a great capacity for friendship; game, gay and terribly feminine; such 
was Tia Barbarita, as she was lovingly called. Not important, but good reading.$2.50

P.Be SARDINIAN SIDESHOW was one of the quiet successes of 1933. Never spectac- 


ular in its sales, it built steadily through the year, and won many friends for the 
author. That market is sure outlet for ROMAN ROUNDABOUT. And vice versa. The first 
book told of the experiences of the author and her artist husband, interned on the 
island of Sardinia during the early part of the war, as enemy aliens (she was Swedish 
but her husband was a Czech and therefore counted an Austrian.) Then came release and 
transfer to Rome, where they set up housekeeping in true artist fashion, and where 
this book takes up the thread. She has a rare faculty for giving color and humor and 
drama and personality to the simplest things, and the book is enchanting reading. 
Some may find those sections dealing with the underground activities in preparation 
for the declaration of Czech independence, a bit overburdened with difficult names 
and political discussions, but the vivid portraits of the leading actors in. that 
minor drama of Burope fill a real place, as Masaryk, Vladja, Stefanik, Seba and so 
on come alive. A book that should be easy and steady selling for the long haul. ee

Monkhouse, Allan MOSCOW, 1911-1933 Little, Brown 











A book that the recognition of Russia should bring into prominence as it 
fills a real need, which up to now was problematical in this country. An essential 
book for every industrial leader who is contemplating entering the arena of business 
in Russia, and the first book in which this reader, at least, has come across spec- 
ific information as to some of the problems encountered, housing, personnel, station- 
ery and supplies, service, and so on and so on. This is, however, a small part of 
the books interest or importance. It is a careful and judicious survey of the in- 
dustrial and commercial and scientific growth of Russia, particularly of Moscow, 
during the years when Allan Monkhouse, a British engineer, was stationed there. 
Through his eyes, the reader gets a tremendously enlightening picture of old Russia 
and new, in its commercial and industrial aspects, not only in the cities, but in 

the rural districts and the far-flung provinces of this vast country. He gives good 
points and bad, the hopes and successes and failures, and the reasons for them. He 
is extraordinarily fair, in view of what Soviet Russia did to him and his fellows in 
the Moscow Trials last April, for he seems more than willing to "give the devil his 
due." An important book, and one which the individual bookseller should be able to

A suggestion has been made that a summary of certain points would be of value to 
subscribers, old and new. 


The Plan of the Broadcast 





The first section is that reserved for MUST BOOKS: i.e. those books for which there 
is an established market, regardless, to some extent, of the actual merit of the 
individual book. Occasionally, when no books seem to belong in this category, this 
section is omitted. 


The next section is given to PROBLEMATICAL BOOKS, under which Fiction and Non-Fiction 
books are reported. 





The order is in accordance with publication dates, and within that group, alphabetic- 
ally according to publisher. 


The indication P.B. is simply a key to books which are of special interest to the 
Personal Bookshop, which carries a highly selective list, rather than just a popular 
One. 


The next section is given to RECOMMENDED MYSTERIES AND WESTERNS. So many titles that 
are negligible in value are published under these headings, that we aim to make a 
careful selection of the best that are submitted to us and to recommend them to our 
clients. 


JUVENILES are included seasonally. We plan to group all the Spring Juveniles in one 
issue, if possible the issue of February first or fifteenth. Then, beginning with 
July, RECOMMENDED JUVENILES will be reported in every issue through Children's Book 
Week, On October lst. a check list of all juveniles recommended from January first 
on, will be issued. A double asteriskindicates particularly high merit. 


The final section contains notices of changed prices, titles, publication dates and 
so on. And — when available ~ additional information about advertising and promotion. 








Suggestions from Clients of Ways in Which the Broadcasts are proving Useful. 


The obvious way ~ for facilitating highly selective and more profitable buying, based 
on sounder knowledge of forthcoming books. 


Next ~ pass the broadcasts around the sales force, in rotation, so that everyone 
selling on the floor becomes familiar with the sales angle on forthcoming books. 
Staff meetings, using the broadcasts as basis of discussion, both in advance of pub- 
lication of specific titles, and after the titles are on sale, have proved highly 
suggestive, 


Use the basic index. Keep it up to date by entering the titles on each index as it 

is issued. Use the individual index as a sales check, indicating the probable quan- 
tity of the order to be placed, and subsequently adding the rough sales figure. This 
gives a good check as to how closely the recommendations or warnings click with facts. 


Check back on reports of books as stock is received, It is impossible to keep titles 


iyi Miind) from time of ordering to arrival of stock, ‘This serves as a memory check, 


Use the broadcasts to eliminate the books you do not want to bother to read, and to 
suggest to you books that you will enjoy reading.
